DENMARK’S EXAMPLE. 

In the course of a lecture on the subject 
of the Irish bacon industry, delivered at the 
Tralee Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Denis 
Slattery (of the firm of Messrs. J. M. Slattery 
and Sons) said that they need only go back 
forty years to find Denmark with one bacon 
factory turning into bacon 500 pigs a week. 
To-day the Danish output was 100,000 pigs 
per week. In this connection he said that 
the largest curer in Denmark—the pioneer 
in the business—was an Trish firm, Henry 
Denny and Son. 

Having stated that 75 per cent. of the pigs 
in Denmark were handled through co-opera- 
tive factories, Mr. Slattery went on to say :— 
“We do not seem to make any effort to 
recover our lost position, but if we try we 
have the consolation of knowing that we have 
all the natural advantages, even though the 
Dane has all the reserves. A co-operative 
movement, with a little of the Danish spirit, 
will, without any doubt, help to recover our 
lost position, 

A COMPARISON. 

Continuing, Mr. Slattery said that their 
present output of agricultural produce was 
about equal to that of Denmark in 1900. 
The total revenue raised in Denmark in that 
year was £5,300,000. Out of that they had 
a surplus, and were able to support an army 
of 46,000 and a navy sufficient not only 
to protect their fisheries, but to safeguard 
their trade and colonies. Making a generous 
allowance for improved conditions, increased 
living, repayment of debts, their 
requirements should not exceed 
£15,000,000 yearly. And as agricylture was 
their principal source of wealth,. almost 
£7,000,000 yearly should be left in the 
pockets of the producing farmers to help 
them improve their holdings and their stocks 
as they considered necessary. 

“ This would do away,” said Mr. Slattery, 
“with some so-called public services and 
some so-called servants of the public, which 
would be regrettable, but which would give 
industry a chance to absorb unemployment, 
instead of the condition that prevails to-day 
oi employment absorbing industry. It is evi- 
dent that the officials of at least four Govern- 
ment Departments have taken up the study of 
business methods. I can say quite candidly 
that I have seen nothing in the management 
of public services to encourage the belief that 
industry would derive any benefits from the 
interference of either permanent or temporary 
Government officials.’’ 

GOVERNMENT INTERFERENCE. 

Mr. Slattery added that his references to 
Government interference had nothing to do 
with politics. He would like to make that 
clear. ‘‘ My only point,” he concluded, “was 
that Government interference with business 
means: that the people who have paid for 
their mistakes in their years of business might 
have to pay for the mistakes of others at a 
time when they should be able, to afford to 
take a fi

NEW RECORDS OF THE 
TEMPLE CHURCH CHOIR. 
NEW gramaphone record certain to 


} 
A appeal strongly to Irish musical 
people brings to the front again the 
merits—for gramaphone purposes. at 
least—of the choir and organ of the 
Temple Church, London. This was the 
choir, it will be recalled, heard in the 
record of Mendelssohn's ‘‘ Hear my 
prayer ” a few years ago. What gives the 
new record its Irish interest is the 
selection of a choral piece entitled 
“ St. Patrick's Prayer’’ for one side, 
while on the other side a thrilling per- 
formance of the “ Hallelujah,’’ from 
Beethoven's cantata, ‘‘The Mount of 
Olives,’’ is given. (‘‘ His Master’s Voice” 
record C. 1878. ) 

“ St. Patrick's Prayer ” is a setting of 
a few verses of the hymn known here as 
“ St. Patrick's Breastplate.’’ It begins 
with the words, “ I bind unto myself this 
day,” sung to one of the Irih airs used 
in the Stanford setting of the “' Breast- 
plate ’’; but in other respects is quite 
distinct and new. The middle section has 
a highly decorative organ accompaniment, 
and the setting ends with a quiet devo- 
tional breathing of the words, “ Christ 
be near me; Christ be with me.” On the 
record the composer’s name is given 
simply as Burke. 

INSTRUMENTAL CLASSICS. 

In the same issue of “His Master’s 
Voice ” records are some excellent per- 
formances of classical instrumental music. 
The organ of Westminster Abbey is heard 
with splendid effect in a brilliant per- 
formance by Dr. Ernest Bullock of Bach’s 
Prelude and Fugue in A minor (C. 1876). 
This is one of ths best Bach organ records 
we have had. A few months ago there 
was an extremely good one, with Mr. G. 
D, Cunningham as the organist, but in 
that case the instrument was not the 
equal of the Westminster Abbey organ. 

Musicians who want to build up a 
library of records of good music without 
spending much at any time have been 
favoured by the recent: issues of well- 
known orchestral overtures. One of the 
best of these was the ‘‘ Ruy Blas ” over- 
ture, played by the New Light Symphony 
Orchestra. The same body of performers, 
conducted by Dr. Malcolm Sargent, now 
is to be heard in Schubert’s ‘* Rosa- 
munde’’ overture.

The Flonzaley Quartet never 
can surpass its performance, recorded on 
ten-inch records last year, of, the popular 
Mozart quartet in D major; but those 
who can afford the new records will have 
fresh delight in the Flonzaley handling of 
Mozart music. 

For pianists there is a record (D.1825) 
of Arthur de Greef’s playing of four 
short pieces by Grieg, including the 
charming ‘‘ Papillon.”’ 
TOSCANINI’S CONDUCTING. 

New “ His Master’s Voice ' 
orchestral performances conducted 
Toscanini, the famous conductor honoured 
by the King and Queen in London a few 
days ago, are announced. Included are 
Mozart’s Symphony No. 35 in D, and the 
Preludes to Acts I and á of ‘‘La 
Traviata.’’ While noting these ne. issues, 
it would be a pity not to recall the revela- 
tion of beauty in Toscanini’s conducting 
of Haydn’s ‘‘ Clock ” Symphony. Records 
of this will be found listed among ' His 
Master’s Voice ” issues last year. 

Records of John McCormack’s singing 
of his songs in tlie film, “ Song o My 
Heart,” are issued. 

Vocalists should note the issue of 
“His Master’s Voice ” records of piano- 
forte accompaniments of well-known 
songs. These are likely to be useful for 
practice and for casual performances 
where no pianist is available. The Indian 
Love Lyrics, Tosti’s ‘‘ Good-bye’ and 
“ Parted,’”’ ‘‘ Songs of Araby ” and “ The 
Floral Dance’’ are among the songs in- 
cluded in the first batch of these accom- 
paniment records.

ADDRESS AT BELFAST 
. CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Arthur Hayday, M.P., acting president, 
occupied the chair at the opening of the 
biennial Congress of the National Union of 
General and Municipal Workers in Beltasy 
yesterday, which was attended by 270 del, 
gates from All parts of Great Britain and 
ireland. 

In his presidential address, Mr. Hayday 
said that during the past nine years no | 
than one-half of the total population n 
have passed through the valley of pain aid 
suffering or have been caught in the storing 
of adversity consequent on unemployment, 
To meet the prevailing conditions he su 
mitted the following meas i— 

(1) A reduction in the hours of labour to 
40 hours per week or a five-day week of eig 
hours per day, without we reduction. 

(2) A minimum annual holiday of two 
weeks in addition to all statutory holida 
(Allowing that one-third of the workers ; 
already enjoying from one week to two we 
holiday per annuum, this would absorb 
employment not less than 550,000 workers. | 

5) Adequate pensions at 65 years of a, 
sufficient in amount to take the pensione: 
of the industrial competitive field. 

(4) The school attendance age to be rai 
to 15 years. 

Summarised, these suggestions would, 
his opinion, mean vacancies for Bess at 
500,000 through holidays, 500,000 by the p 
vision of adequate pensions at 65, and k 
off the labour market for ona year 400, 
children between the ages of 14 and 15. 
addition there would be the number 
vacancies which would be created by 
shorter working week.

SIR HERBERT WARREN. 

Sir Herbert Warren, ex-President of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, died yesterday, a 
few minutes after a seizure in Woodstock 
road, Oxford, where he lived. Sir Herbert 
was President of Magdalen from 1885 to 1928, 
and was Vice-Chaneellor of Oxford University 
from 1906 to 1910. During his term of office 
Sir Herbert superintended the edweeation of 
three Royal Princes—the Prince of Wales, 
Prince Chichibu of Japan and the late Prince 
Christian Victor. Sir Herbert was educated 
at Clifton College, and won his scholarship 
at Balliol. He went to Oxford in 1872, and 
five years later was elected to a Fellowship 
at Magdalen. | 

Sir Herbert was an intimate friend of the 
late Poet Laureate, Dr. Bridges. Some of 
the most important of Sir Herbert’s work 
was accomplished in conjunction with the 
late Marquis Curzon during the time when 
Lord Curzon was Chancellor of the University 
and Sir Herbert was Vice-Chancellor. 
Together they carried out many drastic 
reforms, a movement which was known at the 
time as the reform of Oxford from within, 

The death of Sir Herbert was not altogether 


unexpected, Lady Warren stated yesterday. 
He had been ill for some time. Yesterday 
he became faint while a short distance from. 
his house, but managed to reach the house of 
a friend, where he died in a few minutes. 
Sir Herbert was born at Bristol in October, 
1853, and was the son of Mr. Algernon 
William Warren, J.P. He married in 1886 
Mary Isabel, youngest daughter of Sir 
Benjamin Brodie, Bart.

BLESSINGTON. - 


FAMOUS FRIÉNDSHIPS.

HE number of Irish ladies who, in 
the course of the nineteenth century, 
became famous for their literary talents 
was rather remarkable. The most 
prominent were Lady Morgan, Lady 
Dufferin (granddaughter of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan), Anna Maria Fielding 
(Mrs. Hall), and Marguerite, Countess 
of Blessington. The latter, owing to her 
marriage with the Earl! of. Blessington, 
attained a wonderful prominence in 
English Society, and became justly famous 
not alone for her literary talents, but 
for her beauty, wit and charm, and for 
her kindly and generous disposition. 

The “a Blessington was the 
third second daughter of 
Kdmund Power, of Knockbrit, near 
Clonmel, in the County of Tipperary. 
She was born on Ist September, 1790. 
lier father was a Janded proprietor in a 
small way. In 1797 the family went te 
reside in the town of Clonmel, one of the 
then numerous garrison towns, where 
Power engaged in the corn-buying and 
butter-buying trades. It is a remarkable 
fact that no less than three of the 
daughters of this Clonmel butter-buyer 
married titled persons, one becoming. the 
Countess of Blessington, another Lady 
Canterbury, and his youngest daughter, 
by her marriage with a French nobleman, 
the Countess Saint Marsault. 


AN UNHAPPY MARRIAGE. 


Marguerite’s early days were marred 
by the unhappy state of the country after 
the rebellion of 1798, and by the fact 
that her father fell a victim to the habits 
and waste then 
so prevalent, and attained an unhappy 
notoriety in political matters W hen 
quite a young girl, she was forced by him 
into a marriage with a military officer 
then stationed in Clonmel, Captain Leger 
Farmer. The marriage turned out a most 
unfortunate one. and after a brief married 
life she left her husband and went to 
reside with her aunt, Mrs. Gleeson, at 
Ringville, near Dungarvan. Captain 
Farmer died shortly afterwards as. the 
result of an accident, and, in the year 
1818, Margaret married the Earl of 
Blessington, whose first wife had died a 
few years previously, and . whose 
obsequies, attended with circumstances 
of much pomp, took place in Dublin, 
her mortal remains being deposited in the 
family vault in the Church of St. Thomas, 
Marlborough street. 

The Earl’s surname was Gardiner. The 
family is first heard of in connection 
with the Plantation of Ulster, an 
ancestor of the Karl having obtained a 
large estate (confiscated from the original 
own the County of Tvrone. 
They subsequently acquired considerable 
property in the City of Dublin, and owned 
the fee-simple of the greater part of 
Henrietta street Dublin lawyers of the 
present day treqnently come across the 
name of “Luke Gardiner ” in the title 
deeds of Dublin property. The title of 
Lord Mountjoy was conferred on an 
ancestor of Lord Blessington, and in 1745 
this title was advanced to that of Earl.

bright and beauty which derives 
its power not so much from harmony os 
features and symmetry of form, as from 
the animating influence of intelligence 
beaming forth from a mind full of joyous 
kindly and of brilliant 
fancies. The peculiar character of Lady 
Blessington’s beauty to be the 
entire,. exact and instantaneous corres- 
pondence of every feature and each 
separate trait of her countenance with the 
emotion ef her mind which any particular 
subject of conversation or object of atten- 
tion might excite. The instant a joyous 
thought took possession of her fancy vou 
transmitted as if by electrical 
to her glowing features, you read 
her sparkling eyes, in her 

lips, you heard it expressed 
ringing laugh. clear and sweet 
joybell sounds of childhood’s 
merriest tones. There was a gentality 
in the warmth of her Irish feelings, an 
abandonment. of all care, of all apparent 
consciousness of her powers of attraction. 
2 glowing sunshine of good humour and 
of good nature in the smiles and laughter 
and the sallies of the wit of this lovely 
woman, in her early and her happy days, 
have been seldom surpassed in 
the looks, gesture or expression of anv 
other person however beautiful.” 

When to beauty and charm such as this 
is added an intellect and literary talent 
of exceptional order, it is not surprising 
that she became immensely popular. Her 
Inansion in St. square (subse- 
quentiy changed to Gore House, Kensing- 
thronged nightly by men cf 
distinction, and became the centre of 
and literary enjovments. of the 
highest order in London. Two royal dukes 
infrequently did homage at the new 
of Irish beauty and intellect. 
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legal world. 
the shrine 

Canning, Lord 
Palmerston and 
Russell, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
Burdett and Brougham, Scearlett and 
Jekyll, Erskine and May, Earl Gray, the 
Duke of Wellington, the Marquis of Wel- 
lesley, Lord Abinger; and of the literary 
world, Disraeli (then a budding author), 
Lord Lytton (author of ‘ Pelham ’’), 
Thomas Moore, Charles Dickens, Walter 
Savage Landor, H¥#Ham (the historian). 
Captain Marryat, and numerous. others. 
Lord Byron became a friend of the family 
when they resided in Ituly, and he, Moore 
and other poets rivalled each other in 
their sonnets in praise of Lady Blessing- 
ton’s beauty and charm. Her portrait 
was painted by Laurence, one of the fore- 
most portrait painters of the day. 

In 1822 Lady Blessington and her 
husband, accompanied by the famous 
Count D’Orsay, set out on a Continental 
tour. Her application to literature dates 
from this period. Her literary remains 
are numerous. They inélude '“: The Idler in 
France,” “ The Idler in Italy,’’ ‘‘ Con- 
versations with Lord Byron,”’ ‘‘ Sketches 
of Scenes in the Metropolis,’’ half a score 
of novels, ‘‘ Detached Thoughts’”’ and 
*‘Fugitive Verses.’ Lord Blessington 
lived on a scale of the most reckless 
extravazance, and. from the description 
contained in Madden's “ Life ” it is not 
to be wondered that. at his death in 1840, 
his debts amounted to no less than 
£161,044, and that in 1841 a special Act 
of Parliament was passed vesting his 
estates in trustees for sale. On his death 
Lady Blessmgton was left with a jointure 
of £2,000 a ' the proceeds of her literary 
work, :

Tt is always a matter of interest for the 
residents of a town, or even a country; to 
know which features most impress the 
visitor, and I have been struck by the same 
comments made by an English journalist 
who recently visited this country.

At Belfast the visitor was immediately 
impressed by the large “ outside '' spaces 
on the tops of the covered tramcars, 
vhereas the cars of most cities he has seen 
have the tops almost entirely enclosed. 
“ Belfast”’ he comments, ‘‘ evidently 
believes in air, and plenty of it !”’ 

The chief impression of Cork is its 
“talkative townsfolk,’’ and that of 
Mullingar was its Mexican atmosphere. 
Of other places the. wtiter refers to Aber- 
deen’s beautiful buildings, Manchester’s 
taim business men, Dunoon’s beautiful 
cirls (what, about the Irish girls?), 
Berlin’s expert traffic controllers, Vienna’s 
clean streets, Edinburgh’s Princes street, 
Bristol’s Clifton Bridge, and, naturally, 
New York’s skyscrapers. 


New Novel. 


Early in the autumn publishing season 
there will be published in London a new 
novel by Mr. Brinsley MacNamara, which 
is likely to enhance his already consider- 
able reputation in Ireland and abroad. 
Since the re-publication of his “ The 
Valley of the Squinting Windows '” and 
“The Mirror in the Dusk’”’ some few 
years ago, interest in 
his work has been very 
greatly increased out- 
side Ireland. and 
when “ The Various 
Lives of Marcus 
Igoe ' was published 
last year, it was 
accepted as the work 
of an established 
author. In “ The 
Various Lives of 
Marcus Igoe’”’ Mr. 
MacNamara broke 
new ground by pre- 
senting his hero in 
varying “lives.” 
which Marcus had 
imagined for himself, and thus established 
himself as a pera ee ares 

I. his new novel Mr. MacNamara again 
essays a psychological study, but in this 
case hero is studied ia detail in a 
single “ life.” In effect it is a study in 
jealousy, which leads to murder. The 
murcerer ‘3 found “ guilty, but insane,’’ 
and is confined in a crimina}l lunatic 
asy'um for many years. At length he is 
relessed aid resumes his ordinary life, 
this time in a subarb of Dublin. 
Tended with great care, in which every 
effort is made to keep his min off his 
] revious life, the very thing which is to 
keep him mentally and physically 
occupied starts the chain of associated 
ideas that ultimately leads him back to 
the scene of his crime. The concluding 
cha, ters of —-e nóvel lead to a 'climáx of 
power, which will keep readers “ from 
play ’’ and in “the chimney corner ”” 
until they have finished it, and it will 
almost certainly cause considerable dis- 
cussion. 

The scenes of the novel are laid mainly 
in Mi. MacNamara’s favourite Garra- 
drimna and Dublin, and the book con- 
tains many descriptive passages of great 
charm, written in that excellent style 
which made “ The Mirror in the Dusk ”’ 
a joy to read.

DUBLIN’S NATURAL 


ADVANTAGES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—May 1 once more draw the attention 
of ycur readers to the lack of tacilities 
afforded to the citizens of Dublin for utilising 
the many natural advantages of its situation 
within easy reach of sea and country? 

In the city we have the terrioly over- 
crow-led slums,¢with thousands of tamilies 
living im single rooms, and no available parks 
or piaygrounds for the swarms of children, 
who are forced to play in the streets—a 
source of danger to all traffic as well as to 
themselves. 

The problem seems to be to provide a cheap 

aud easy means of transport to such places 
as the Fhoinix Park on the one side and the 
seashore on the other. 
_ From Ringsend the South Wall extends 
into Dublin Bay, a magnificent promenade, 
with wonderful air and views all the way. 
Just beyond the old Pigeon House Fort there 
1s an ideal sandy shore at the ‘‘ Shelly .Bank,”’ 
to which young people with bicycles can 
easily go for a bathe on summer evenings ; 
but there is absolutely no shelter or accom- 
modation for female bathers, nor is there any 
provision for refreshment, except for the 
ubiquitous ice-cream vendor. It is pathetic 
to see the tired mothers and elder cinidren 
pane heavy prams there and back, and 
osing all benefit of the outing through 
fatigue and hunger. 

_It seems to be regarded as a crime in this 

city for anyone to wish for a cup of tea 
away from home. In none of our parks are 
we permitted to refresh ourselves, unless we 
bring our own fare. Such places as Glas- 
nevin Botanic Gardens and Herbert Park 
would be enormously improved if they were 
provided with an open-air restaurant, with 
shelter overhead, and moderate prices. The 
need for such provision is even more urgent 
at less accessible places, such as the North 
and South Bulls. 
_ Could not Dublin have pleasure boats (as 
in Paris and other cities) on the Liffey, plying 
to the North and South Bulls on the one side 
and up to Chapelizod on the other, a place 
with great possibilities hitherto neg] 

Recently we have been going through an 
epidemic of flag days in aid of our various 
hospitals, but prevention is even better than 
cure, and, if we made it more possible for the 
inhabitants of our city to enjoy the fresh air 
of the suburbs, together with ‘‘ the cup that 
cheers and not inebriates,"’ we should soon 
be able to dispense with some of our 
hospitals. 

We seem to be going backwards as regards 
recreation near Dublin. A hundred years 
ago, when Pidgeon had his famous hostelry 
at the old Fort, a number of boats used to 
ply in summer between it and Ringsend, con- 
veying ‘pleasure-seeking citizens to the 
Pidgeons erhaps, now that the 
Shannon Scheme renders the Fort no Icnger 
necessary for geis the cleotricity for 
Dublin, it may be reconverted into a place of 
entertainment.—Yours, etc, “* M. ye

- In_ its 
leading article on Friday, ! 
Times dealt with this subject, and 
the arguments set forth have impressed 
thoughtful people in the North, and 
probably south of the border as well. The 
Unionist leaders affect to ignore the Free 
State, and, as pointed out in this column 
from time to time, have endeavoured to 
widen rather than to bridge the political 
gulf which separates North and South. 
Business men, however, are revolting 
against this policy of the ostrich tribe, 
and are begivning to recognise that the 
welfare of the community cannot be 
sacrificed to please those in high places. 
It will be recalled that only a few months 
ago several important Unionist leaders of 
industry warned the politicians to “ mind 
their step ” when interfering in business 
matters. i 

The reference in the Irish Times to the 
necessity for co-operation and consulta- 
tion in relation to tourist traffic came at 
an opportune time, for, curiously enough, 
on the same day, Major Dobbs, in the 
Northern Senate, ‘asked the leader of the 
House if he was aware ' that hackney 
motor carriages were only allowed. the 
privilege of temporary importation into 
the Irish Free State for a stay of forty- 
eight hours, and then only between Ist 
June and 2nd October of each year, and 
whether he would make representations 
to the Imperial Government with a view 
to obtaining from the Irish Free State 
greater concessions for these vehicles. 
Lord Charlemont, in reply, :aid that the 
question. has not been overlooked, but 
he was unable to make any statement on 
it at present. It apparently never 
appealed to the intelligence of any of the 
members, with the solitary exception of 
Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., that the Free 
State Government should be approached 
directly, and not through Westminster. 
The suggestion that a favcar should be 
sought from the Free State through the 
intervention of Great Britain is not only 
unneighbourly, but possesses the true 
Gilbertian flavour. The great humourist s 
comicalities still apply with potent force 
in the realm of politics. 


DEPRESSING PROSPECTS. 


The prospects for the farmers in the 
Six County area do not appear to be 
improving. Even the produce of the 
dairy, upon the development of which 
the Minister of Agriculture places. se 
much importance, is failing to realise ex- 
pectations, and has become affected with 
the general depression. Following upon 
the great slump in the value of potatoes, 
the price of creamery butter has been 
steadily declining in the Province, the 
retail charge now being 1s. 4d. per lb 
Reports from Magherafelt during the 
week-en.i showed that farmers’ butter 
there was quoted at 9d. per Ib., while 't 
was 10d. and 1s. per lb. in other Northern 
centres. These are stated to be the lowest 
prices, wholesale and retail, that have pre- 
vailed for many years, the nearest figure 
being in 1926, when the price of creamery 
butter declined to 138s. per cwt. 

It is stated in some quarters that the 
fall in prices at this season of the year 
is due not so much to the importation 
of foreign butter as to.the fact that people 
are buying less, and, while this may be 
so, there is significance in the Liverpool 
quotations during the week-end, the top 
figures being :—Danish ma “8 ewt,, New 
Zealand 132s., Australian 130s., and Irish 
129s. Why should Danish 


creamery 


butter, produced in a country with no, 


greater advantages than those of this 
country, command so much greater a 
price? It is noteworthy that Northern 
creameries which paid sixpence a gallon 
for milk last year are now only paying 
fivepence a gallon. In these circum- 
stances one cannot wonder at the gloom 
which has settled over the countryside. 


GUARANTEED SECURITIES. 


The dispute between the shareholders 
of the Clogher Valley Railway and the 
Northern Ministry of Commerce, relative 
to the offer of the Government to purchase 
the £10 shares for £6 each, has advanced 
another stage. It will be recalled that the 
railway has not been paying its way, and 
the deficiency has to be made up from the 
rates; but the directors of the company 
contend that as a 5 per cent. dividend has 
been guaranteed by an Act of Parliament 
on the paid-up capital, they are entitled 
to be compensated to that extent. At a 
meeting of the shareholders last week a 
resolution was adopted, that as that 
guarantee still existed, the shareholders 
should not sell their shares in the company 
to the Northern Government at a lower 
price than that which will enable them to 
be assured of permanent incomes not less 
than those which they have received, and 
which were guaranteed in perpetuity from 
the holdings in the company. 

The directors are strengthened in their 
position by the opinion of distinguished

counsel, who has pointed out that in any 
settlement which may be made the courts 
will have to make provision to satisfy the 
legal guarantee. Many charitable instity.- 
tions and investors, content with 
‘* gilt-edged ” securities, hold shares in 
the company. Further developments aj 
expected . shortly, and it is stated on 
excellent authority that the Ministry oí 
Commerce is considering an advance on its 
present offer.

tenance of law and order in the English 
metropolis, which could swallow the 
population of Ulster six times over, but 
lí London, even through general strikes, 
they kept these matifestations of 
menaces behind. 

Citizenship, declared Mr. Cairns, is 
based on mutuality and not on menaces 
and threats. His. unkindest cut. of all 
was, perhaps, when he declared to the 
Genera!

‘These words of a 
loyal son of Ulster, who prefaced his 
remarks by saying he would be the last 
man to defame his native place, should

“0 wad some power the giftie gie us

‘It wad frae monie a Dlunder free us, 
And foolish notion.”’ 
Cairns’s frank criticism 
caused much amusement on all 
although he says that he makes no 
attempt to measure out the blame for 
conspicuous displays of firearms in an 
absolutely peaceful State. The last straw 

was to liken Ulster to a Balkan State!

ONE PERSON IN FIVE 
“ UNTOUCHABLE,” 


In a chapter on caste and the depressed 
classes it is stated that, according to a 
census of thirty years ago, there are no 
fewer than 2,300 different castes in India, 
and there are gradations of caste even 
among the outcasts and the lowest stratum 
of all. Every Hindu necessarily belongs 
to the caste of his parents, and no 
accumulation of wealth and no exercise of 
talents can alter his caste status. 
Marriage outside his caste is prohibited or 
severely discouraged. 

The highest caste is the Brahmin, which 
has a monopoly of priestly office, and 
which has secured for its members in some 

arts of India a share of power and in- 
uenc2 which is out of all propertion to 
their numbers. There are only seven or 
eight million males in the Brahmin caste. 

At the lower end of the scale exist— 
except in Burma — the “' depressed 
classes,’’ which constitute the lowest castes 
recognised by the Hindu religious and 
social system. They represent some twenty 

r cent. of the total population of British 
báis and about thirty per cent. of the 
Hindu population. 

“In origin these castes seem to be partly 
‘functional,’ comprising those who followed 
occupations held to be unclean or degrading, 
such as scavenging or leather working, and 
partly ‘tribal'—i.e., aboriginal tribes ab- 
sorbed into the Hindu fold and trans- 
formed into an impure caste. . Their 
essential characteristic is that, according to 
the tenets of orthodox Hinduism, they are, 
though within the Hindu system, ‘ untouch- 
able '—that is to sey, that for all other 


Hindus they cause pollution by touch, and 
defile food or water.” With few exceptions 


and are génerally quite uneducated. In the 
villages they ate normally segregated in a 
separate quarter. and not infrequently eat 
faod which would not be touched by any 
ether section of the community. 

THE UNTOUCHABLE CHILD. 

In many places it is customary for the 
‘wntouchables ' to be denied access to the 
wells or tanks =e by the other castes, and 
great difficulty -has often been. found in 
atranging for the ‘‘untouchables’’ to have 
the use of new sources of water supply that 
have been provided by public iunds. “In 
many. places the children of .‘ untouchables 
are either excluded from greys | schools or 
required to sit rt. .We have been told of 
cases in which. the ‘ untouchable's’ child at- 
tends the lesson standing outside the school. 

Considerable efforts have been made in re- 
cent years by social reformers and by 
Government for the amelioration of the state 
of the depresséd classes, but the report states 
that progress has been, and is likely to re- 
main, slow. — be oly 

It is estimated that there are approximately 
43,600,000 p e belonging to the depressed 
classes in the Governor's provinces (excluding 
Burma. where the social divisions of caste do 
nob exist).

tion of women in public affairs are referred 
to in an interesting chapter on the women of 
India. It is observed that hardly any refer- 
ence was made to Indian women in the Mon- 
tagu-Chelmsford Report, and that it is a 
striking proof of the change that has come 
over India during the last twelve years that 
no document diseussing the development and 
improvement of India’s constitutional system 
could omit the women of India to-day. 

All the legislative bodies except the Council 
of State have extended the franchise to 
women on the same terms as men, but the 
qualification is such that the number of 
women who have become electors is extremely 
limited. In seven provinces out of nine, 
women may now also be members of the 
Legislatures, and women from those pro: 
vinces can become members of the Legisla- 
In several of these provincial 
councils a woman member has, in fact, been 
nominated. In at least one constituency a 
woman has stood for election; and in muni- 
cipal elections some women have been re- 
turned. 


tSARLY MARRIAGE. 


The excess of males over females in the 
population of India mounted at the last 
census to almost nine million. ‘‘ The gap is 
ut its widest in the age-groups tén to twenty, 
and may be not unconnected with social 
customs and ‘practices, such as' purdah and 
early ao ais M and unskilful midwifery, 
which seriously affect the vitality of so many 
Indian women.”’ 

The Commissioners say that the feeling 
against purdah is fast gaining ground. It is 
a system which has pressed ‘east hardly on 
the very rich, who can afford to provide 
separate space for the ladies of their house- 
hold. Medical reports show how terribly it 
eats into the vitality of less fortunate women, 
who are shut up with small accommodation. 

Something like half the gisls of India are 
married before the completion of their fifteenth 
year; the last census showed that over two 
million of them were married, and one 
hundred thousand were widows, before the 
age of ten. 

The Commissivn expresses the opinion that 
if the Sarda Act (penalising marriage until 
the wife is fourteen and the husband is 
eighteen) just passed by the Indian Legisla- 
ture 1s adequately observed and enforced, one 
of its results will be a great impetus to girls’ 
education. In 1921 Jess than one woman in 
fifty in British India could .read and write. 
In no province does one girl out of five 
attend school; in some provinces not one out 
of twenty or twenty-five. At present the 
number of trained Indiaw women in the pro- 
fessions of teachivg and nursing are patheti- 
cally few, and the obstacles to increasing 
their number are great. The amount of un- 
necessary suffering. caused to women by the 
lack of medical and nursing aid is “'ap- 
palling.’ 

“The: women’s movement in India holds 
the key of progress. and the results it may 
achieve are incalculably great. It is not too 
much to say that India cannot reach the 
ergs to en tag ri ag in the —

The part played «by the Commission in 
initiating the Conference that is to be hel 
in London next October makes the descrip- 
tion of the Indian States which appears in 
Volume One of particular interest and im- 
portance, because it is manifest that, the Com- 
mission contemplates some recommendations 
on this subject in Volume Two a fortnight 
hence. The Indian States, according to The 
report, constitute an outstanding feature, 
which is without precedent or analogy 
elsewhere. They number 562, and vary 
in size from Kashinir or Hyderabad, 
the largest. with án afea — greater 
than England and Scotland, to properties 
of a few acres. They present a striking 
diversity of  characteristies—geographical. 
economic and politital—and they dovetail 
into the various provinces of Britikh India. 
They are not British territory and their sph- 
jects are not British subjects. Thé Crown ‘is 
in each case re ible. íor the State's 
external relations and for its territorial 
integrity.

PROBLEM OF THE 
ARMY.

MENACE OF THE NORTH- 
WEST. 


Much space is devoted to the important 
guestion of the Army. The Report states that 
in considering the implications of the policy, 
to the pursuit oí which the British Parlia- 
ment is solemnly pledged, for the increasing 
association of Sodinne in every branch of 
Indian administration, and for the develop- 
ment of responsible government in British 
India, no question is at once more difficult 
and more ciucial than the future organisa- 
tion, recruitment, and control of the Army 
in India. 

The Commissioners feel that it would be a 
great disservice both to Britain and to India 
for this question now to he shirked, and they 
Set out, “plainly and fearlessly,’’ for the 
consideration both of the British Parliament 
and of the political leaders of India the 
special features of India’s military problem 
which must be provided for before Army 
administration can be a function of a self- 
governing India. 


THE RAIDERS. 

As regards external defence, India has to 
carry a constant burden of anxiety and pro- 
vide against actual dangers on her North- 
West frontier which are wholly without 
arallel in the case of the _ self-foverning 
Doaminéóns, There are 60,000 (sixty thousand) 
British troops and 150,000 (one-fifty thousand ) 
Indian (as well as 34,000 reservists}; In peace 
time the duty of. the covering troops is to 
prevent the independent tribes on the Indian 
side of the Afghan frontier from raiding 
the peaceful inhabitants of the plains below, 
From 1850 to 1922 there have been 72 
(seventy-two) expeditions against -these 
tribes, an average of one a year. 

Interna] security provides a second con- 
sideration, which also makes the case of India 
unique. ‘Troops sre employed many times 
a year to prevent internal disorder and, if 
necessary, to quell it. “ We have been told 
that this use of the: Army for the purpose 
of maintaining or restoring internal order 
was increasing rather than diminishing, and 
that on these occasions the practical ly 
univérsal request was for British troops. 
The reason for the preference is that the 
British soldier is a neutral, and is under mo 
suspicion of favouring Hitidus (against 
Mohammedans, or Mohammedans against 


Hindus. 
THE MARTIAL RACES. 

A third feature which distinguishes the 
case of India from that of any of the ‘self- 
governing Dominions concerns. the sources of 
recruitment, |The Commissioners say that 
the contrast between areas and races in India 
that take to soldiering, and those that do 
not, has no counterpart in Europe: Whereas 
the most virile of the so-called martial 1aces 
provide fine fighting material, other 
munities: and areas in India do not furnish 
a single man in the regular Army. -: 

The. Punjab supplies 54 per cent. of the 
total combatant troops in the Indian Army. 

“ As things are, the presence of British 
troops and the leadership of British officers 
sécuré that the fighting regiments of India, 
though representing only a portion of India’s 
manhood, shall not be a menace to the 
millions who are condueting their civil occu- 
pations without any thought of the conse- 
quences. which might. ensue if British 
troops were withdrawn and the Indian Army 
consisted of nothing ut representatives of 
the Indian fighting races. It is manifest that 
the peaceful unity of a self-governing India 
would be exposed to great risks if it relied, 
for the purpose ‘of maifitaining dtd restoring 
internal order, solely upon Indian troops 
drawn from selected areas and special races.

Ex- 
ternal defence, on the other hand, may be 
viewed in a double aspect; it may be re- 
garded; not solely as the concern of India 
(though India would be the first to suffer, if 
its . frontiers- were not adequately - guarded), 
but as affecting the integrity of the whole 
Empire and as bouna up with general Im- 
perial policy. These are very grave and 
difficult questions, which will requite much 
consideration.

WIDESPREAD ILLITERACY. 


The existing constitutional structure, and 
the working oF the reformed constitution, are 
described in sixteen chapters. The important 
feature of this part of the report «is the 
Commissioners’ survey of the working of the 
constitution in the provincial field, because it 
is in the domain of the provinces thatthe 
most substantial steps prescribed by the 
announcement of 1917 have been taken, 
Dyarchy, ‘the novel distribution of executive 
powers introduced by the Montagu-Chelms- 
ford Reforms under the Government of India 
Act, 1919; is a subject on which the Com- 
missioners have much to say. 

_Provingial legislative councils exist in the 
nine provinces—Madras,- Bombay, Bengal, 
United Provinces, Punjab, Bihar and Orissa. 
Central Provinces, Assam, and Burma. At 
least seventy per cent. of the members of a 
provincial’ council must be elected members, 
except in Burma, where the percentage is 
sixty. The remainder is made up of officials 
inot more than twenty per cent.) and mem- 
bers nominated for the purpose of securing 
the representation of a class - ct community 
that would otherwise go unrepresented. 

In. the eight: Governors’. provinces’ (ex- 
chiding” Burma), with a population of 
227,238,000, the electors number 6,375,000, 
of whom 268,000 in six piovinces are women. 
Uhe proportion of: electers to population is 
2.8. The Reforms contemplated that the 
franchise should be as ‘‘ broad” as possible, 
but practical considerations, such as adminis- 
trative difficulties and the obstacles treated 
by widespread illiteracy, have had the effect 
of limiting the number of voters. Even as 
things are, a large proportion of the voters 
are illiterate, and special devices are adopted 
to assist them to express their choice at, the 
polls, sueh as’ pictorial symbols—a “tiger ” 
or an “‘umbrella,”’ for example—to indicate 
particular candidates. A specimen _ ballot 
paper portraying ‘these emblems is printed in 
the report. ; 

The report brings out the astonishing size 
of the constituencies. For example, each of 
the two non-Mohammedan constituencies in 
Sind ‘is nearly as large as the whole af 
Scotland while the three Mohammedan con- 
stituencies in the Bombay Presidency proper 
are, on average, ‘larger still. The groupings 
of members im the councils have not often 
been on anything but communal lines, and 
this tendency is becoming more, rather than 
less, pronounced. , 


DYARCHY UNWORKABLE. 

Under the system that: goes by the name 
of dyarchy, all subjects Shick has been 
classed .as provincial (as distinet . from 
Central) are .sub-divided into ‘* transferred 
subjects” and “reserved subjects.”

but. the Commissioners are convinced that 
much of this irresponsible spirit is due to the 
effects of dyarchy, 


THE CENTRAL GOVERN- 
MENT, 

A description of the working of the Centre 
emphasises the difficulties of applying the 
Western system of ES ma ; Digan 
to an-area so vast and so diversified as British 
India. 

Constituencies are enormous. As an illus- 
tration, the Commission mentions that three 
rural constituencies in the Madras Presidency, 
each returning a single member, are about 
half as large again as Wales, Scotland and 
England respectively. The 105 elected mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly (the total 
membership is 145) are returned by about 
1,150,000 voters scattered over a population 
of 240,000,000. 

The Council of State also has an elected 
majority. The Central Executive—the 
Governcr-General in Council—is entirely in- 
dependent of, aud indeed can seldom count 
on, a majority in the Indian Legislature. No 
defeat can drive its members from office. Its 
relation to the Legislature to which its mem- 
bers belong differs altogether from the 
Governments of the provinces. No division 
of functions, such as exists in-the provinces 
under dyarchy, has been imposed by the 
Reforms on the Government of India, which 
18; ig. constitutional theory, a subordinate 
oficial Government under His Majesty's 
Government. The Legislature's influence on 
the Executive is considerable, and the Com- 
mission--says the extent of it is hardly 
realised by the members themselves. 


CONTROL OF EDUCATION 
CRITICISED. 


Commissioners devote chapters to 
North-West Province, local 
overnment, the administrative services, 
uropeans and finance. While. the ordinary 
Indian’s indifference in matters of education, 
says the report, is the main obstacle to real 
progress, the Commissioners ** cannot resist 
the conclusion that the failure . . . . to 
achieve more substantial results is due mainly 
to inffective control, direction and administra- 
tion.” They point to the “ lamentably 
significant ' fact that of 3,453,046 boys who 
entered class one in schools in British India 
in 1922-23, only 655,101 survived to reach 
class four in 1985-26. 

In a descriptive account of the Governors’ 
provinces, the. Commission emphasises the 
differences in race, religion, lan and 
social customs between Burma and the rest 
of India. The Commission has apparently 
been strongly impressed by the arguments for 
the: separation of Burma from India.

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H.M.S- RODNEY AT

WELCOME TO CAPTAIN 
AND OFFICERS. 


H.M.S. Rodney, one of the greatest battle- 
ships in the world, arrived at Portrush yes- 
terday from Scapa Flow.

Captain Cunningham suitably acknowledged 
the welcome, 

In the afternoon Captain Cunningham and 
officers went ashore and enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the Urban Council and Sports 
Committee in the ballroom of the Northern 
Counties Hotel. In the absence of the 
County Inspector of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, the police of County Antrim were 
represented by District Inspector M‘Neill,

Mr. R. B. Adams (Chairman of the Coun- 
cil) presided, and said that in no part of the 
Empire would a more hearty welcome be 
ba to the representatives oí the British 
Navy than at Portrush.

It states that the Hindus 
are graded into some 2,300 castes, and 
considers the influence of the Brahmins 
to be out of all proportion to their 
numbers. In this connection the Commis- 
sioners mention that the ‘‘ untouchables ”’ 
comprise about 20 per cent, of the total 
population of British India, Another con- 
dition that tends to hamper the political 
development of the country is the 
appalling illiteracy of the people, and the 
Commissioners hold that the educational 
authorities are not altogether free from 
blame in this matter. The Native States 
they regard as unique in world politics, 
and such of their recommendations as 
apply to them will be of the first im- 
portance, We welcome the suggestion 
that Burmah, which, being Buddhist, is 
innocent of castes and has its own 
historical associations, should be.separated 
from the Government of India. On two 
vital points we applaud the Report. 
The Commissioners have realised that 
British troops must remain in India, 
since only they are free from the 
tang of factious sympathies. In the 
making of this decision they were guided 
by the fact that native soldiers were 
drawn only from certain military castes, 
and, therefore, were liable to become the 
weapons of a party. The other point lies 
in the admission that for some time to 
come civil administration must remain 
personal, and that Indians are not yet 
educated to appreciate the government of 
a system. 


A Legal Ban. 


A matter of some importance to law 
students in the Irish Free State is under 
discussion at present in the Straits Settle- 
ment. According to recent issues of the 
Pinang Gazette,.a proposal has been made 
to the Legislative Council to extend to 
Free State and Northern Irish lawyers 
the right enjoyed at present by their 
British colleagues to be admitted, without 
examination, to the Bar of the Straits 
Settlements after six months’ residence in 
the country. This plan is being opposed 
strongly by the Bar Committees of Penang 
and Singapore. They are quite ready to 
admit lawyers from Northern Ireland; 
but they declare that candidates from the 
Free State must be treated in the same 
manner as candidates from any of the 
other Dominions—in other words, they 
must become qualified either in London or 
in Belfast before they can practise in the 
Straits Settlements. The principal reason 
that is given for this opposition is that, 
if Dominion lawyers are allowed to 
practise freely in the country, the same 
privilege hardly can be denied to Indians. 
In the Straits Settlements the Indian 
vakil—a kind of Babu barrister—is dis- 
liked and distrusted. The Bar Committees 
of Penang and Singapore are determined 
that the profession shall not be diluted by 
the admission of men of this type, and, 
therefore, they will not agree to widen 
the eligibility. At the 
beginning of last month the Legislative 
Council considered the proposal at some 
length, and decided to postpone the second 
reading of the bill for the time being. 
It seems that of recent years numbers of 
young lawyers from the Free State have 
been emigrating to the Straits Settlements. 
Free State candidates in the past also have 
been successful in obtaining many public 
appointments which require legal qualifi- 
cations; but they will be penalised in 
future if they are required to fulfil the 
condition that attaches to Dominion citizen- 
ship. Much as we may regret this condi- 
tion of affairs, we agree with the Pinang 
Gazette that the Free State cannot eat its 
cake and have it. “ The Irish Free State,” 
it writes, “ received Dominion status after 
many years of agitation. Having achieved 
its ambition, it is now required to come 
into line with the other Dominions, and 
accept the conditions which form an indis- 
pensable part of that status.” Neverthe- 
less, the Free State is a mother country. 
Its sons have helped to build up the 
Malay States, as they have helped io 
build up every other portion of the 
Empire, and we are sure that the British 
Government, if approached in the proper 
manner, would use its influence with the 
Legislative Council to set matters right.

The Totalisator. 


We publish to-day a résumé of the first | 
interim report of the Board of Control for 
Mechanical Betting in Saorstét Eireann. 
It is pleasant to observe that the intro- 
duction of the totalisator has met with 
success, which will be increased ‘ when 
public and staff alike have grown 
accustomed to the working of the machine. 
Already the Board has been enabled to 
pay the course expenses, and has a small 
sum left to carry towards overhead and 
establishment charges. The totalisator, 
as the report observes, is something more 
than a mechanical bookmaker; for its 
gains are devoted to the improvement of 
Irish racing. As a resylt of its operations 
at fourteen meetings since Laster, the 
sum of almost £1,000 will be distributed 
to the executives of those meetings. This 
sum will be spent on the increasing of 
stakes and the reduction of admission 
charges to the public and of entrance fees 
for horses. We welcome the “‘tote’s’’ 
success particularly in view of reports 
that the system is failing to work well 
in England, Irish horse-breeding received 
a fillip last year from the success of Irish- 
bred animals in English races, and 
everything that is likely to improve the 
industry deserves the highest com- 
mendation and support. It is cbvious 
that betters have taken kindly to the 
‘‘ tote."” Soon, when initial expenses 
have been cleared, Irish racing ought to 
benefit by a very pretty sum. There are 
still many who distrust the mechanistic 
monster. Time and observation will clear 
away this ridiculous doubt, and,experience 
will reveal its many and obvious benefits. 
We hope and exnect that the Board's next 
report will reveal .~an greater prosperity

BERLIN, Monday, 

About three thousand engineers and 
scientists from forty-one countries will be 
assembled in Berlin between June 16th 
and 25th to take part in the second World- 
Power Conference, at which world-famous 
men such as Professor Einstein and Pro- 
fessor Eddington will read papers, the 
former on the physical space and ether 
problem, and the latter on %ubatomic 
energy. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
conference to be linked up for one day by 
wireless telephone with the Convention 
of the National Electric Light Associa- 
tion in San Francisco, so that addresses 
can be exchanged. At the same time Lord 
Derby, at his house at Sunningdale, and 
Thomas Edison, at Orange, New Jersey, 
will talk to both conferences and will also 
be able to hear the proceedings in San 
Franscisco and Berlin. Senator Marconi 
and Mr. Owen D. Young will also address 
both conferences by wireless telephone. 

IN THREE LANGUAGES. 

Another novelty provided by the World- 
Power Conference is that it will be 
possible to follow addresses and discussions 
in any of the three official languages of 
the conference—English, German or 
French—no matter which of these 
languages is being used by the speaker. 

Placed in front of each seat in the 
auditorium is a pair of headphones con- 
nected to a specially designed switch box 
by means of which the listener can switch 
in to the language he best understands. 
In addition, a volume control is included. 

The speakers and interpreters who 
translate on the spot all speak into 
microphones equipped with sound-proof 
mouthpieces to allow two interpreters to 
relieve each other without interruption, 
two michophones are connected in parallel. 
The speech currents are transmitted to 
an amplifier and then to the switch boxes 
of the listeners. 

ASPECTS OF ENERGY. 

In order to show which language may 
be heard at any given time, an indicator 
is arranged behind the speaker’s rostrum 
with coloured lamps which light up in 
accordance with the number of languages 
in which the speech is to be transmitted. 
A similar board is arranged at the 
amplifier apparatus to indicate which 
amplifier is required. 

Nearly five hundred papers are to be 
read at the conference by engineers and 
scientists of international repute on all 
aspects of energy, whether electrical, 
water, gas or steam, and when the con- 
ference has concluded numerous delegates 
wii visit various parts of Germany to see 
electrical power stations, plants, etc.

REPORTS ON MISSLONS.

The reports of various Missions were sub- 
mitted at yesterday evening’s sederunts of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly in Belfast. 

There was a “‘ breeze’’ when the report of 
the Mission to Soldiers at Ballykinler Camp 
came up for discussion, and the Rev. Samuel 
Simms alleged that it had ben stated that 
dances and whist drives, to which Roman 
Catholics had been invited, had been held. 

The Rev. Mr. Kelso stated that whist 
drives had been held. He had played there 
with the soldiers, but there was no gambling, 
and the games were entirely confined to 
soldiers. Civilians were not allowed in, and 
he advised the critics not to pay attention to 
tittle-tattle. 

The Rev. P. K. Hanna, of Dublin, speak- 
ing on the same report,.said that it took a 
great deal more courage to be loyal to the 
Union Jack in Dublin than in Belfast. He 
was surprised to see the enthusiasm displayed 
in Dublin on Poppy Dav. There were 
occasionally little scuffles—thsre always were 
in Dublin, and it helped to liven things up. 

It was the one day in Dublin, he added, 
that you see a Union Jack carried in a 
povular procession. 

Reports of work in foreign lands and a plea 
for greater support for them were made.

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LONDON LETTER. 


LONDON’S HOLIDAY. 
—_+——_

Whit Monday has been gloriously fine 
and warm in London, though a breeze 
tempered the heat and prevented it from 
becoming exeessive. The streets and parks 
were crowded from early morning, and at 
noon Hyde Park, the Green Park and 
St. James’s Park must have held many 
thousands of holiday-makers, including 
whole families camping out for the day. 
In addition, many thousands of people 
left London by rail and road, and the 
motor coach was in great demand. Indoor 
amusements were not neglected, and at 
lunch time there were long queues outside 
the more popular places in the West End. 
It has been a stay-at-home holiday, how- 
ever, for most people, since the fine 
weather gave an extra attraction to 
suburban gardens and tennis courts, as 
well as to the parks and open spaces. The 
most noticeable feature of this Whitsuntide 
has been an indisposition to spend much 
money. 


The Situation in Ramania. 


In diplomatic quarters the situation in 
Rumania created by Prince Carol’s elec- 
tion to the Throne is regarded far more 
seriously than might have been supposed. 
It is thought that the return to a personal 
monarchy is not merely a coup d’état, but 
the definite result of considered states- 
manship, due to conclusions reached by the 
elder statesmen of Rumania, such as 
Maniu, Titulesco, Avarescu and Jorga. 
King Carol, errant though he may have 
been, represents the tradition of thw 
Rumanian Hohenzollern dynasty—a tradi- 
tion started by Carol I. and confirmed by 
the late King Ferdinand. The statesmen, 
fearing that the old Liberal Party might 
take advantage of the weakness of the 
Regency to arrange a coup d’état of its 
own, determined to make the first move. 
It has been more successful than they 
hoped, and it is possible that the position 
of the Throne will be strengthened greatly 
by its tenancy by a King. The Regency 
was too much a centre of intrigue to be 
good for the country. Queen Marie is said 
to have sent her congratulations to her 
son, and now only his former wife, 
Princess Helen, stands aloof. 


A Conservative Revival. 


The Primrose League, which is one of 
the most important of the organisations 
connected with the Conservative Party, is 
reported to show a satisfactory increase of 
membership, and several branches which 
had been allowed to lapse during the 
period of the Coalition Government have 
been revived. Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal, the Chancellor of the League, is 
issuing an appeal to members urging them 
to assist in a national campaign in support 
of Mr. Baldwin’s Empire development 
policy. This campaign will be additiona! 
to that organised by the Conservative 
Central Office, but the efforts will be co- 
ordinated, so that there may be no over- 
lapping of campaigns in the same area. 


The Lambeth Conference. 


The Lambeth Conference will be the 
occasion of a great ecclesiastical gathering 
next month, and the bishops, who are 
coming from all parts of the world, wil! 
include some from China, where several 
natives, as well as negro bishops. have 
been consecrated. An interesting delega- 
tion is coming from Alexandria for the 
conference, led by the Patriarch Meletios, 
and this will bear a greeting to the con- 
ference from the Eastern Church of 
Alexandria. The Patriarch is a church- 
man who has suffered much from the 
Turks for his faith; he has been 
imprisoned, stoned, starved, and thrown 
down a steep staircase, afterwards being 
taken away as dead. On more than one 
occasion he has escaped assault by a 
declaration that he was a friend of Mr. 
Lloyd George ; and once, when hiding in 
Turkish territory, he managed to get away 
by sending a message to Mr. Lloyd George, 
who immediately ordered a British 
destroyer to his rescue. The Patriarch 
knows England quite well, and can speck 
some English. 


Big Ben's Lapses. 


At various times during recent years, 
charges of faulty time-keeping have been 
brought against Big Ben, and evidence 
has been furnished to support the accusa- 
tions. The Astronomer Royal now reveals 
the result of the observations at Greenwich 
during the past year, and says that on no 
fewer than twenty-one occasions the 
famous clock at Westminster varied from 
the truth by more than one second, while 
on 104 occasions it was found to be 
incorrect to the extent of between half a 
second and one second. In view of the 
expert testimony supporting the charges, 
there can be no doubt that Big Ben has 
been guilty of misbehaviour, but few 
public clocks in the country or in the 
world have so good a record. 


The Channel Tunnel. 


The last has not been heard in 
Parliament of the Channel tunnel scheme ; 
for on the re-assembling of the House of 
Commons the Prime Minister will be 
asked whether he will leave to the free 
vote of the House the question of the con- 
struction of the tunnel without State 
assistance. <A: meeting of the Parlia- 
mentary Channel Tunnel Committee has 
been called immediately after the recess. 
when a statement will be prepared in 
reply to the reasons which prompted the 
Government's refusal to support the 
scheme. In spite of all these efforts. it is 
improbable that there will be any change 
of mind on the part of the Government. 
“Apart from supporters and opponents of 
the scheme, there were many in the doubt- 
ful class, and these have been influenced 
greatly by the Government’s rejection. 


Another Tunnel. 


Since the Port of London Authority 
and shipping interests have withdrawn 
their opposition to the Thames tunne! 
scheme, it is expected that rapid progress 
will be made with the bill authorising 
the construction of a tunnel between Dart- 
ford, in Kent, and Purfleet, in Essex. 
The estimated cost of a tunnel wide 
enough to accommodate double-decked 
omnibuses is £3,000,000. Of that 
amount the Ministry of Transport will 
provide £2,250,000, and the Kent 
and Essex County Councils will find 
£500,000 between them, leaving £250,000 
to be provided by other authorities. Few 
schemes have been discussed at greater 
length than this; for plans were prepared 
as iong as 150 years ago.

The Executive Committee of the Liberal 
Party met to-day to discuss the political 
situation... The meeting sat till two 
o'clock this afternoon. It was decided to 
issue a manifesto to the country declaring 
that the Liberals decline to identify them- 
selves with the new régime and refuse all 
responsibility. The manifesto will be 
signed by M. Vintila Bratianu.

No 
Prime Minister has yet been selected, but

The most important political event to- 
day is the decision of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Liberal Party about the 
King’s return, and with regard to Pro- 
fessor. George  Bratianu. Professor 
Bratianu is a comparatively young man, 
and is a professor at the University of 
Yassy. He was entirely aloof from 
politics until his father’s death. - Since 
then he has been regarded by many as the 
future head of the party. He has now 
taken his own line by rallying to the 
support of King Carol, and I understand 
that even before the departure from Paris 
he had intimated to the Prince his 
sympathy for his claims. On his arrival 
in Bukharest Prince Carol immediately 
sent for Professor Bratianu. 

After his audience with the King and 
conversations with his uncle Vintila and 
other friends, Professor Bratianu 
appeared to hesitate. This morning, how- 
ever, he sent Vintila a letter in which 
he defined his attitude explaining that, as 
his father’s son, he was bound to remain 
a loyal member of the pagty, but that he 
could not associate himself with a policy 
entailing national discord. 

The committee accepted the manifesto 
drafted by M. Vintila Bratianu condemn- 
ing Prince Carol’s proclamation as King 
in the roundest terms as an unconstitu- 
tional act, which the party could not 
accept, and it followed this up by ex- 
pelling Professor Bratianu from the 
party, with only one dissentient vote. . 

This, it is safe to say, will not prevent 
the majority of the party from following 
the Professor’s lead at the first possible 
opportunity. Now that another member 
of the family has broken from his flock 
to fcllow a more reasonable line M. 
Vintila Bratianu’s leadership is finished, 
and the Liberal Party has an opportunity 
of reviving—a fact of great importance to 
Rumania. 


MINISTER IN PARIS RECALLED.

Lance-Corporal Cummings, King’s Own 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, has been sen- 
tenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
for accidentally shooting two children by 
the Kabul Gate on May 31. 

Lance-Corporal Cummings was unload- 
ing his rifle preparatory to cleaning it 
when it went off suddenly in his hands. 
At the same moment a carriage was pass- 
ing through the gate with the wife of a 
Sikh supervisor of a Government farm 
and her two children. The bullet passed 
through both children, killing them 
instantly, and wounded the mother. 

In a few minutes an angry mob 
gathered, and refused to disperse until 
the police fired a warning shot over their 
heads. Then they formed a procession, 
which soon came into conflict with a small 
party of British troops, who were com- 
pelled to open fire when the mob rushed 
at them and tried to snatch their rifles, 
with the result that seven of the crowd 
were killed and nine wounded.

At the outset Mr. Baldwin mentioned 
that he and his father had represented an 
agricultural constituency for over forty 
years. Then, pointing to the increase of 
unemployment, he said:—We, all of us, 
know there is no magic cure for unem- 
p)vyment, and anyone who tells you he 


can right it in six or twelve months is 


deceiving himself and deceiving you. The 
whole object and aim of any Government 
which follows this one must be to try and 
restore prosperity to productive industry 
—I mean the industry of town and 
country alike. 

Agriculture is still our greatest 
industry. The best market: for agricul- 
ture is our industrial districts; the best 
market for our industrial districts lies in 
rural districts, and they are linked 
together by indissoluble bonds that 
nothing can sever. 

There is a greater need to-day than 
there ever was for town and country alike 
to understand and sympathise with each 
others’ problem. The ignorance in the 
towns of your problem is colossal, and one 
of the great difficulties we are always up 
against is that the weight of the electorate 
is now industrial. They understand their 
own problem well enough; they know 
where the shoe pinches; but they do not 
realise it with regard to agriculture. I 
have often urged agriculturists to get into 
the industrial regions and make them 
understand what wants doing. I think 
there is more sympathy than there was, 
and I think people are learning. It may 
well be that when the whole country has 
gone through these critical years we shall 
find more sympathy and understanding 
between the different parts of the country. 
The towns are beginning to realise this as 
they never did before. It touches *’ em 
closely that a dwindling agriculture 
means more surplus labour seeking work 
in the towns. 


A POINT OF DIFFICULTY, 

One of the difficulties is that agriculture 
is not like any other business—the steel 
trade, the cotton trade, or the coal trade. 
Agriculture exists by a score of different 
businesses, all with differing interests. 
That is why it has always been so difficult 
for the agricultural community to go to 
any Government and say: ‘‘ Here is one 
thing, and if you will do it for us, we will 
do the rest.” 

é“ The interests of agriculture vary in 
different parts of the country, in different 
counties, in different parishes, and even 
on the same farm. The majority of the 
farmers in this country are small men; 
their businesses are scatt red. Three- 
quarters of the farmers at home farm less 
than one hundred acres. 

“Another thing they do not realise in 
the towns is the skill inherited and 
acquired by the agricultural labourer. 
(Cheers). The agricultural labourer is 
about. the last surviving specimen of the 
skilled craftsman in this country. One of 
the really satisfactory things of the crisis 
passing over agriculture is, I think, that 
it will bring together the farmers and the 
labourers in a way never before achieved, 
and make them realise that their fortunes 
are bound together in a way as closely as 
the masters and men in any industry. 
Agriculture is suffering from a fall in 
world prices and the over-production in 
certain countries of the world.” 


LABOUR GOVERNMENT'S RECORD. 

Referring to the record of his late 
administration, with regard to agriculture, 
Mr. Baldwin said:—I do not want to 
say, for one moment, that we were 
perfect. We were not, nor is any Govern- 
ment. We did a great deal for agriculture. 
To say that we did nothing is not telling 
the truth, and is not helping to make a 
forward step. We tried to help in the 
directions we thought would be of use, 
first of all by removing burdens, and 
secondly by inaugurating new methods to 
meet new conditions. 

Where the Housing of the Rural 
Workers Act has been utilised by the 
County Councils, it has worked very well. 
We wish that more use could have been 
made of that act. Next year, if not 
renewed, the act expires. It is likely that 
this Government will let it expire, they 
like building new houses at high rents. 
But, if they do, we shall certainly take 
steps to renew it when we go back, so 
that its benefits shall not be lost to 
agricultural workers. 

During the last year, he continued, agri- 
culture in many parts of the country had 
gone from bad to worse. Unless something 
was done for a good many farmers, there 
would lie before them before long the 
alternative of either getting out or going 
under. , 


QUESTION OF PRICES. 

In industry they were going to grapple 
with the unemployment problem by safe- 
guarding, but there was a fundamental 
difference between the economics of the 
farm and the economics of the factory. 
Safeguarding, if it was successful, led to 
increased output, which meant less over- 
head charges. There was no analogy with 
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farming, because no safeguarding that 
could be devised would give two crops a 
year or make cows calve twice a year. 
(Laughter.) Therefore, he went on, we 
have to look in another direction. What 
the farmer wants is remunerative prices, 
and-you can only get those by higher prices 
or lower costs. Safeguarding at any time 
won’t give him lower costs, 

Protection, if put to an. use to the 
farmer, must give him higher prices; but 
there again you have a predominant urban 
area in England to-day, and it would be 
madness to dream at the present time of 
getting industrial districts‘ to ser Cr gs CA

WHEAT AS THE KEY. 

It always seems to me—although I am 
well aware it is of greater importance in 
some parts of the country than in others— 
that the key to the situation in agri- 
culture lies in wheat. I am convinced that, 
unless wheat survives, agriculture cannot 
survive. I have come to the conclusion 
that the first thing to -be done is to 
give you an undertaking that one 
of the first things we shall do on 
coming into office is to fix a 
guaranteed price for wheat of’, milling 
quality, a price sufficient to enablée*wheat 
to be produced remuneratively on ordinary 
wheat land. I am not going to mention 
a figure to-day, because I consider it a 
question of such vital importance to the 
whole industry that I want to arrange a 
Jicure, and the beat method, with agricul- 
ture itself. I ask them for their co- 
operation, and to work with me for the 
agricultural industry. : 

With regard: to oats, there is no reason 
why you should not stop the importation 
of bounty-fed and dumped oats into this 
country. That, I propose to do, either b 
prohibition or a counter-vailing duty, and, 
‘if I find we are so tied up by any existing 
treaty that neither of these courses 1s pos- 
sible, then I am prepared to denounce 
those treaties, so that I may have a free 
hand to deal with dumped and bounty-fed 
Oats. 

I am quite willing to try a barley duty 
on imported barley, and to consult with 
the interests affected when the time comes 
for the imposition of that duty. I invite 
again the co-operation of all concerned, 
and if I can get an agreement as nearly 
unanimous as may be I will put into 
effect the results of that agreement. 


THE MILK SURPLUS. 


Mr. Baldwin added that our milk 
surplus ought to be better handled. If the 
milk producers would organise themselves 
to control their own own production and 
surplus, and put up a water-tight scheme 
for utilising that surplus, he would 
undertake, provided they could show him 
a business-like proposition supported by 
their own people, to help to get the 
capital to realise that scheme. Progress 
would lie upon the road of co-operation 
between the industry and the Government.

At DERRY Crown Sessions yesterday the 
Recorder said that in future he would refuse 
io grant any transfers of ordinary seven-day 
licences, except in the case of hotels or 
restaurants, inasmuch as the law prohibited 
the sale of intoxicating liquors on Sunday in 
Northern Ireland, and he could not give a 
certificate authorising a person by means of 
ordinary licence to sell on the seventh day. 
If he were wrong, his decision ‘could be re- 
viewed in the King’s Bench. 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

When a resoiution from the Meath Gaelic 
Teague came before the KELLS Urban 
Council, Mr. N. Tully proposed that they 
take no action, directly or indireetly, with 
regard to it. He added that it was not for 
the benefit of the teaching of Irish that this 
resolution was passed, but for political 
motives and for vote-snatching. Mr. Sweenev 
proposéd the adoption of the resolution, and 
after a discussion it was adopted by three 
votes to two.

The funeral of Miss Mary Howard took 
place last Wednesday.

An 
inquest was held | asterday by Coroner Lucey, 
and a verdict of “ accidental death ” was 
returned. The jury added :—‘' While we can- 
not find any evidunce of culpable negligence 
on the part of the management of the mines, 
we strongly advise that the management be 
more careful in discharging its various duties, 
and .especially examining the ground after 
each shift-to see that there are no socket 
holes, as was the case on this particular 
occasion. ''

PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

ST. COLUMBA’S COLLEGE 
PRIZE DAY, 
——_@——_— 


The Bishop of Kilmore (the Right Rev. 
Dr. Barton), addressing the students at the 
annual distribution of prizes yesterday at 
St. Columba's College, Rathfarnham, Co. 
Dublin, touched briefly on what he considered 
three of the most useful things they got a 
chance of learning in a public school. The 
first was a chance of learning to work. Let 
them not mix that up with the acquisition 
of knowledge. The acquisition of knowledge 
was, of course, important, but it was not 
nearly so important as learning to work, and 
finding an intense interest in work. He be- 
lieved most of the things one learned in 
school were forgotten. There was a time 
when some of them, for instance, could not 
have been “' stuck ' in the first three books 
of Euclid, but he would not like to enter his 
old classroom that day and be examined in 
them. (Laughter.) 

A HARD LESSON. : 

He did not believe, however, that the time 
so spent was wasted, even,if they had for- 
gotten what they learned. They certainly 
learned to work, and he personally would 
like to avail of that opportunity to express 
his gratitude to Sir Robert Tate for the way 
he taught him to work, and to put his heart 
into it. He did not believe that there was a 
thing in life that a man could learn which 
would give him more joy in the days to 
come than learning to put his whole soul 
and heart into ve Hd job he found ke 
had to do. It was a hard lesson to learn 
afterwards if they did not learn it at school, 
and the public school gave a man a chance 
of learning the true spirit of work, 

The second thing they had a chance of 
learning in a public school was what was 
known as playing the~game—i.e., taking the 
decisions that were given against them, even 
though they felt they were in the right, and 
saying nothing about them; and in argument 
or conflict refusing to take a mean advantage 
of one’s opponent. He had: spent most of 
his time ns people who had not the 
chance of a public school education. hey 
had magnificent qualities. but one found 
that in football matches, discussions at com- 
mittee meetings, and in working men’s clubs 
there was lacking in these men the spirit that 
one learned in the public school, and which 
one could not learn at home—the spirit of 
always trving to play the game. 

HUMILITY AND HUMOUR, 

The third thing--and, perhaps, the most 
useful of the three—was the chance of learn- 
ing humility, blended with a sense of humour. 

e congratulated “the college and the 
student. on their satisfactory Year's work.

WARDEN'S REPORT. 

Rev. C. B, Armstrong, B.D., Warden, in 
presnting his report on the year’s work of the 
college, said :— 

‘Last year the Bishwp of Killaloe, an Old 
Columban, presided at this festival of S. 
Columba. This year another Old Columban, 
the Bishop of Kilmore, is our guest of 
honour. This supply of Old Columban 
Bishops can hardly be expected to be annual, 
although several of the leading men among 
our junior clergy were educated here; but 
we can be excused for congratulating our- 
selves that the acumen of a former Warden 
in appointing you a prefect has been justified 
by the choice of a great diocese, and that 
our long associations with the Church of Ire- 
land, drawn closer in recent years by the 
Annual Refresher Courses for Clergy, have 
been cemented by your distinguished appoint- 
ment. (Hear, hear.) 

‘ The past year has brought quiet progress 
and increasing prosperity. Chiefly has it 
been marked hy a steady development in our 
policy of beautifying...and..improving our 
grounds and buildings. 

“1 might perhaps note the good record of 
the school at last year’s Intermediate Certi- 
ficate examinations. One boy took first place 
in Ireland in English; all passed in French, 
seven out of twelve with honours; and all 
passed in Latin, five out .of thirteen 
with honours. There was only one 
failure in science, two in English 
and mathematics. Last autumn our first 
Norman Scholar, R. K. Talbot, went up to 
Keble College, Oxford. These scholarships 
are open only to sons of clergy of the Church 
of Ireland, and are of the value of £100 a 
year for two or more years. They were 
recently founded under tlie will of the Rev. 
John Gage Norman. ee 

IRISH SECONDARY EDUCATION. 

“The most important of recent events in 
Irish secondary education is the promise by 
the Minister of a commission of inquiry into 
the pas working of the present system, 
which, though mainly based on the lines laid 
down by the old Interinediate Board, was 
considerably modified hy the report of the 
Dail’s Commission on Secondary Education, 
which sat in 1921 and 1922. The latter body, 
while it performed valuable work, was not 
fully representative and met at a time of 
great political te.¢ on. Some of its work 
was hasty, and some of its conclusions have 
had to be modified in practice. It is time 
that they should be reviewed in the light of 
experience, and we welcome the offer of the 
Ministry. 

‘It is, however, greatly. to be hoped that 
the Commission will not be Departmental, 
but- constituted on the lines equivalent to 
those of Royal Commissions. Tf it is nomi- 
nated by the Governor-General, and repre. 
sentative of all concerned with higher educa- 
tion, it will do valuable work; otherwise it 
cannot settle. vexed. questions..to. the -satis- 
faction of the general public. 

“Its chief concerns will be threefold; the 
position of the teaching of Irish and of teach. 
ing through Irish, the leaving certificate, 
and the number of examinations. 

““ As regards the former, the public should 
be reminded that even the Dail Commission, 
which from its constitution and the atmo. 
sphere in which it met, might have been 
expected to be extreme in its views, only 
made the fair and moderate recommendation, 
which accords also with the terms of the 
Treaty, ‘That Irish be at least on a level 
with English on the programme in the 
groups.’ From what influence comes the 
present intensification of this language 
aw: After eight years, during which we 

ave all been learning to work together for 
the good of the Free State, one might reason- 
ably expect an increase rather than a decrease 
of educational liberty. 

“Two facts should be known to prevent 
misunderstanding. Undér the present regu- 
lation of the Ministry of Education Irish is 
not a compulsory subject. It is only com- 
pulsory for passing the Intermediate Certifi- 
cate Examination. Needless. t6 say, it is 
not compulsory here. The Governors of this 
College, so far from opposing the ‘study ot 
Irish, are willing to give it every reasonable 
encou ment as a voluntary subject, and 
to this they have offered in. 1931-2 exhibi- 
tions of the value of £20 a year for two 
years to any boys who pass the Intermediate 
Certificate Examination,”

The chief individual link’ with ‘old times is 
that veteran of Savoy opera, Henry - A. 
Lytton. Old associations and his new honour— 
the knighthood announced among the King’s 
Birthday honeurs last week—-together made it 
inevitable that the audience's enthusiasm. 
Should be centred on him last night. - His 
first appearance on the scene in the character 
of the Duke of Plaza-Toro—for the company 
opened ‘the season, as usual, with © Tho 
Gondoliers ’—~was the signal for a great out- 
burst of applause. Stepping from the gondola 
in his wonted sprightly fashion. the actor, 
whom for the moment we looked on as an 
old friend instead of as the ridiculous grandee 
of the opera, acknowledged the greeting with 
hand on beart. . Then he straightened - briskly 
to his work, and the gay opera spun again on 
its nimble course, 

At the end, of course, there were calls for x 
speech, and when at last Sir Henry, as we 
want to begin to call him, appeared hefore 
the curtain, the ovation. was such as a Dublin 
audience knows how to give its favourites. 
The speech, expressed as on behalf of tiie 
eompany, voiced. regret at its too Jong ab- 
sence from Dublin, and hope that the next 
interval would not be so long. 

NEW STAGE SETTING, 

The personal iribute. to the company’s 
leader was only part of the excitement of the 
occasion, The audience’s. enthusiasm was 
spread over the whole proceedings, When 
the curtain went up ‘there was a second’s 
silence, as if the audience wag taken aback 
for the moment by the ‘sight of a new stage 
setting in place of the«old familiar scene, 
which had been unchabged as far back as 
any of us can remember. Then thete came 
from all over the theatre a roar o(t greeting 
to the company as a whole, and to the well- 
loved products of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
partnership. After that, we sat back to 
enjoy the charming strains of music and the 
genial quips in dialogue and verses. 

They always come fresh, no matter how 
well one knows them; and they seemed all 
the fresher last night, in the midst of the 
new setting, the only change from the tradi- 
tional mode of: preséntation. The new set- 
ting, which comprises a complete revision of 
scenery, dresses and properties, is the work 
of an eminent designer, Mr. Charles Ricketts, 
R.A. It presents many delightful effects of 
colour blending. The Venetian scene for 
the first act is extremely beautiful, not only 
in full lighting for the act itself, but also in 
the momentary glimpse, accorded at the rise 
i curtain afterwards, of Venice bv 
night. The second scene, at the Palace of 
Barataria, inclines to the bizarre; its beautv 
consists largely in the contrast of cool 
colours within the palace, with the sunlit 
prospect beyond. The designer has been 
specially kind in the gorgeous beauty of the 
costumes for the Duchess of Plaza-Toro, 
which Miss Bertha Lewis carries with a 
superh air, remembered as characteristic of 
her.

‘‘T earned that suit of clothes,” said Mr. 
O'Sullivan, and. the interrupter remarked : 
“It is easy to see you were not in the bog 
anyway.’ " 

““What about the executions?’ shouted 
another man, and Mr. O'Sullivan replied that 
the executions were carried out by the elected 
Government of the majority of the Irish 
people. Government by the will: of the 
majority is the only way, he added, that 
civilised government can be carried on. ‘“Had 
the men of Easter week,” shouted another 
interrupter, ‘‘the will of the Irish people 
behind them?”
